The errour of the firſt Propoſition lies inthe word /#pra , 
above; for the French Church holds the Pope to have the 
higheſt Authority in the Church; that is, over particular 
men, but not over the whole Church: for ſo it profeſſed in the 
Council of Trent that it was the Faith of France received 
from the Councils of cn and Baſal , that a General 
Councilis above the Pope, as al({6 hath been praQtiſed by di- 
vers General Councils. « 

Theerrour of the ſecond Propofition is, That the: Privi- 
ledgesof Ancient Churches ( ſuch as the Frexcb Church is ) 
come from the Indulgence of the Pope» and not from the 
Succeſlion to the Apoſiles and Apoſtolical Founders ofthem 
and their firſt inſtitution. The form of which Churches is to 
be the Rule to all Chriſtian Churches by whomſoever they 
are founded: nor is it lawſull to bring in new forms without 
violating Divine Right delivered in the conſtant Tradition of 
the Church. ' | 

The errour of the third Propoſition conſiſteth in this, That 
it takes away the PraQice of the Church , begun by the Apo- 
ſtles, and continued to the Council of Trexr; is againſt ma- 
nifeſt experience, and, in efteQ, takes away all efficacity of 
extinguiſhing Herefies and Shiſms, reducing it to the weak 
principle of the Pope's Infallibility and extraordinary Power; 
of which enough is above deliyered in proportion: to theſe 


ſhort Notes, to ſhew how dangerous the mentioned errours 


are, and how neceſlary to be condemned and avoided by all 
200d Chriſtians as pernicious both to Church and Stare.
